Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  Electa  Osgood,  Tax  Collector  of  the  Town  of 
Stark  which  was  made  by  this  Division  under  the  provisions  of  R. 
S.A.  71-A:20.  This  examination  covered  the  period  from  January 
1,  1980  to  June  30,  1980. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audit  reports  must  be  given  to  the  Town 
Clerk  to  be  retained  as  part  of  the  permanent  Town  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

This  audit  included  the  period  from  January  1,  1980  to  June 
30,  1980.  The  collector  resigned  effective  June  19,  1980,  yet 
continued  to  act  as  tax  collector  until  June  30,  1980.  The  new 
tax  collector  was  appointed  July  1,  1980. 

DUTIES  OF  TAX  COLLECTOR 

R.S.A.  41 :35  states  in  part,  "Every  collector  of  taxes  shall  keep 
in  suitable  books  a  fair  and  correct  account  in  detail  of  the  taxes 
due,  collected,  and  abated,  and  of  all  property  sold  for  non-pay- 
ment of  taxes,  which  books  shall  be  public  records.  A  tax  collector 
shall  pay  all  the  money  collected  to  the  town  treasurer  at  least  on 
a  weekly  basis,  or  on  adaily  basis  at  the  discretion  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  revenue  administration.  Such  daily  or  weekly  payments 
may  be  deferred  until  the  tax  receipts  total  $500.  He  shall  make 
final  payment  to  the  town  treasurer  of  all    moneys  collected  by 
him,  within  10  days  after  the  close  of  the  town's  fiscal  year." 

The  tax  collector  did  not  record  all  transactions  in  her  property 
tax  warrants.  When  property  was  sold  at  tax  sale  the  payment  was 
not  recorded  in  the  property  tax  warrant. 
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The  tax  collector  also  did  not  maintain  suitable  tax  sale  records. 
The  records  presented  to  us  for  audit  were  in  various  locations  some 
in  the  tax  sale  book,  others  rolled  up  and  others  stuffed  into  enve- 
lopes. 

The  tax  collector  every  year  made  up  new  tax  sale  records  show- 
ing only  open  items  at  year  end.  In  order  to  audit  any  particular  tax 
sale  it  was  necessary  to  look  at  multiple  sets  of  tax  sale  records. 

Some  tax  sale  entries  were  erased,  scratched  over  or  whited  out 
making  it  difficult  to  tell  what  had  transpired  and  it  was  necessary 
to  check  redemptions  from  the  cashbook  to  the  tax  sale  record  for 
the  year  1979  and  the  period  from  January  1,  1980  to  June  19, 
1980. 

The  tax  collector  resigned  effective  June  19,  1980  yet  was  still 
collecting  taxes  until  June  30,  1980.  The  last  remittance  to  the 
treasurer  was  made  on  August  5,  1980. 

TAX  SALES 

R.S.A.  80:19  states  in  part  "The  real  estate  of  every  person  or 
corporation  shall  be  holden  for  all  taxes  assessed  against  the  owner 
thereof;" 

This  section  provides  a  method  of  enforcing  the  collection  of 
resident  taxes  in  addition  to  property  taxes.  In  the  past  the  Town 
of  Stark  tax  collector  has  not  included  unpaid  resident  taxes  of 
property  owners  in  tax  sales.  We  recommend  that  the  new  tax  col- 
lector follow  this  procedure  in  future  tax  sales. 

TAX  DEEDS: 

In  our  review  of    the  tax  sale  records  we  noted  that  parcels  of 
property  for  the  levies  1974  through  1977  have  not  been  deeded 
to  the  purchasers  at  tax  sale  in  accordance  with  R.S.A.  80:38 
"Tax  Deed"  which  states,  "The  collector  after  two  years  from 
the  sale  shall  execute  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns  a  deed 
of  the  sale  of  land  so  sold  and  not  redeemed." 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  tax  collector  to  deed  such  proper- 
ty within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  two  year  period  has  elapsed 
and  we  suggest  that  the  new  tax  collector  deed  over  to  the  purchaser 
all  unredeemed  tax  properties  for  the  years  1974  to  1977  in  accor- 
dance with  state  statutes. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that  the 
auditor's  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.  Publication  of    the  exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report 
is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  letter 
however,  must  be  published  in  it's  entirety. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the 
Town  of  Stark  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

To  renew  a  registration,  you  nnust  have  a  copy  of  your  current 
registration  with  you,  your  current  year's  resident  tax  must  be 
paid  and  you  may  obtain  the  renewal  only  during  your  month  of 
birth.  If  you  wish  to  obtain  your  same  initial  plate  or  vanity 
number  you  may  do  so  at  a  cost  of  $5.00  extra. 

On  transfers  you  are  charged  according  to  the  months  left 
antil  your  registration  expiration  date.  This  means,  when  purchas- 
ing a  new  vehicle,  try  and  pick  it  up  so  that  your  twenty-day 
temporary  plates  will  take  you  into  the  first  of  the  next  month. 
This  would  save  you  from  $3.00  to  $10.00  in  town  tax  fees.  If 
you  plan  on  buying  a  vehicle  out  of  the  state  or  from  a  private 
sale,  there  are  forms  available  at  my  office  that  may  make  the 
transaction  easier  for  you.  Vehicles  older  than  10  years  no  longer 
require  a  title. 

Dog  tags  are  now  available  for  1981.  Please  bring  in  last  year's 
license,  or  a  copy  of  the  current  rabies  certificate  and  a  spayed  or 
neutered  certification.  License  dogs  by  May  31st,  if  the  dog  is 
over  three  months  old.  Dog  license  fees  as  follows: 

Male  $6.00 

Female  6.50 

Neutered  M  3.50 

Spayed  F  3.50 

Persons  over  65  years  of  age  may  license  one  dog  for  a  flat  fee  of 
$2.00,  all  others  at  regular  fees. 

Failure  to  comply  with  above  will  make  you  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
$1.00  per  month  after  May  31st. 

A  marriage  license  may  be  obtained  with  both  parties  appear- 
ing in  person,  having  a  valid  blood  test,  proof  of  age,  and  copies 
of  death  records  or  divorce  decrees,  if  applicable.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  SERVICE,  INC. 

The. Public  Health  Nursing  Service,  Inc.  of  Lancaster  has  been 
furnishing  health  services  to  Stark  residents  since  1977.  Our 
nurses  see  patients  on  an  "on  call"  basis  five  days  a  week,  and  if 
necessary  we  are  available  weekends. 

A  wide  variety  of  residents  are  served,  from  infants  to  the 
elderly.  Physical  therapy  and  speech  therapy  are  offered  should 
the  need  arise.  Health  inspection,  blood  pressure  clinics,  and  parti- 
cipation in  health  fairs  are  sonne  of  the  extra  services  of  this 
Agency. 

Many  of  the  children  are  enrolled  in  a  free  health  program, 
also  vision  and  hearing  screenings  are  sponsored  and  run  by  this 
Agency.  We  are  in  the  process  of  starting  a  dental  program  for 
children,  in  cooperation  with  the  area  dentists  and  the  State 
Dental   Health   Bureau. 

Unfortunately,  we  do  anticipate  a  request  for  an  increase  in 
our  allocation  this  year.  Because  of  increased  costs  to  our  Agency 
in  all  areas  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  increase  we 
have  asked  for  in  two  years,  we  feel  that  an  increase  of  one  dollar 
per  capita  is  justified.  This  would  bring  your  appropriation  to 
$1386.00  for  the  year  1981. 

We  realize  that  the  additional  request  puts  an  extra  burden  on 
Stark,  but  we  also  know  from  past  experience  that  in  this  way, 
patients  can  be  maintained  at  home  rather  than  in  a  hospital 
where  costs  would  far  outweigh  what  is  being  requested  by  this 
Agency. 

We  sincerely  hope  you  will  give  careful  consideration  to  the 
above  request.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good 
Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  associa- 
tion with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a 
national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half 
century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature 
established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the 
State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  respon- 
sible for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the 
ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden 
before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the 
warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of 
fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire 
training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  pro- 
gram has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records 
in  the  United  States.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  Stark,  the  Council  is  assisting  with  preparing  a  set  of  solid 
waste  alternatives. 

North  Country  Council  is  the  regional  planning  commission 
and  feconomic  development  district  serving  the  North  Country.  In 
1980,  North  Country  Council  targeted  its  resources  and  expertise 
to  fit  the  needs  and  problems  of  the  towns  and  region  we  serve. 
In  the  community  planning  field,  the  Council  has  programmed  a 
systematic  way  of  handling  requests  from  communities  for  assis- 
tance with  a  local  community  plan.  By  the  end  of  1981,  the 
Council  will  have  assisted  six  communities  complete  master  plans. 
For  its  membership  fee  in  the  Council,  a  town  can  receive  any  of 
twenty-two  types  of  assistance  identified  by  NCC.  Communities 
can  contract  with  NCC  to  undertake  special  project  programs 
which  require  a  significant  amount  of  time  over  and  above  the 
normal  types  of  services.  Sponsorship  of  the  Municipal  Law 
Lecture  series  and  membership  on  the  Environmental  Law  Clinic 
affords  the  Council  with  the  opportunity  to  secure  necessary  legal 
information  on  behalf  of  the  town.  The  Council  has  been  active 
in  a  number  of  regional  issues  such  as  transportation,  economic 
development,  land  use,  and  housing.  In  transportation,  the 
Council  has  supported  the  restoration  of  rail  service  to  the  Mt. 
Washington  Valley  area  and  initiation  of  commuter  air  service  in 
Berlin,  assistance  to  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport, and  improv- 
ed highway  and  public  transportation  systems.  In  land  use,  the 
Council  has  published  reports  on  the  Role  of  Agriculture  in  the 
North  Country,  Managing  Wetland,  and  several  brief  fact  sheets. 

The  Council  has  accelerated  its  economic  development  pro- 
gram with  the  addition  of  a  Business  Development  Director  who 
is  making  direct  contact  with  businesses  to  encourage  them  to 
locate  in  North  Country  communities  who  have  identified  new 
industry  as  a  need.  NCC  has  prepared  a  regional  industrial  bro- 
chure coupled  with  local  area  fact  sheets  as  a  tool  to  encourage 
planned  economic  growth.  As  a  result  of  these  efforts,  several 
companies  have  expressed  an  interest  in  locating  in  the  region. 
Efforts  are  underway  to  establish  a  Revolving  Loan  Fund  as  an 
incentive  for  prospective  industry. 

In  rural  development,  assistance  has  been  provided  to  a  num- 
ber of  communities  in  areas  such  as  wastewater  treatment,  solid 
waste,  water  supply  improvement,  and  other  necessary  community 
projects.  A  special  report  on  Rural  Development  is  available. 
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Because  of  the  Council's  activity  in  energy,  the  Governor's 
Council  on  Energy  granted  NCC  some  funds  which  will  enable  the 
Council  to  assist  three  targeted  communities  to  prepare  a  local 
energy  plan. 

State  and  federal  agencies  and  statewide  groups  continue  to 
contact  North  Country  Council  for  a  North  Country  perspective 
on  such  varied  issues  as  growth,  forestry,  environmental  concerns, 
land  use,  and  manpower  training.  For  example,  in  June,  the 
Council  presented  testimony  to  a  special  legislative  committee  on 
proposed  changes  needed  in  the  state's  planning  and  zoning  legis- 
lation. Association  with  these  groups  provides  NCC  with  the  op- 
portunity to  share  some  of  the  regional  and  local  concerns  ex- 
pressed by  the  towns  with  those  state  and  federal  agencies  whose 
decisions  will  impact  on  the  region.  The  Council  continues  to  work 
with  other  regional  councils  in  New  England  through  the  efforts 
of  its  President  who  serves  as  a  Board  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Regional  Councils. 

The  efforts  and  accomplishments  of  the  Council  are  a  collec- 
tion of  the  many  contributions  of  local  towns,  other  agencies,  our 
fine  staff,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Executive  Committee. 
We  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Town  for  its  support  and 
assistance  during  the  year.  North  Country  Council  is  an  arm  of 
local  government  in  the  North  Country.  Please  contact  us  at 
823-8108,  if  the  Council  can  be  of  service  to  your  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
OEFICE  OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  programs  begun  in  the  past  year  have  been  progressing 
satisfactorily  throughout  198O.  The  installation  of  a  data 
processing  system  which  serves  all  school  districts  in  SAU  58 
marks  the  most  significant  administrative  change.  The  NCR  815O 
computer,  with  the  capacity  to  handle  the  new  State  accounting 
requirements,  has  been  providing  general  ledger,  purchase  orders, 
accounts  payable  and  budget  summary  reports  for  several  months. 
Payroll  will  be  "on  line"  in  the  early  months  of  198I.  The 
significant  advantages  of  handling  business  accounts  with  the 
data  processing  equipment  is  rapid  recovery  of  information 
and  the  ability  to  manage  efficiently  the  ever  increasing 
paper  burden  which  school  districts  are  required  to  deal  with. 
Far  from  being  a  replacement  for  personnel,  the  computer  will 
aid  in  preventing  the  need  for  additional  administrative  staff 
to  handle  the  schools'  business  affairs.  Personnel  in  the 
central  office  are  continuing  training  to  update  their 
knowledge  and  proficiency  with  the  computer  and  its  programs. 
The  ability  to  perform  pupil  accounting  tasks  -  attendance, 
grade  reports,  class  lists,  etc.  -  will  be  examined  in  the 
future,  once  the  business  functions  are  all  in  place  and 
operating  smoothly. 

Full  implementation  of  the  new  State  accounting  system  is 
in  effect  this  year.  Although  slgnificiantly  different  compared 
to  the  old  accounting  system,  the  new  format  will  allow  much 
more  detail  in  the  reporting  of  financial  information.  The 
longer  account  numbers  work  like  postal  "zip"  codes,  identifying 
the  source  of  funds,  the  function  for  which  the  money  was 
appropriated,  and  the  specific  "objects"  purchased,  such  as 
textbooks,  salaries,  utilities,  insurance,  etc.  It  is  anticipated 
that  although  some  initial  confusion  may  result  due  to  unfam- 
lliarity  with  the  new  system,  once  the  procedures  are  understood, 
a  far  greater  degree  of  financial  information  will  be  made 
available  to  the  communities  than  in  the  past. 

The  addition  of  a  part  time  school  psychologist  to  serve 
the  special  education  programs  became  effective  in  the  fall. 
The  psychologist  is  available  in  each  school  in  SAU  58  once 
every  two  weeks.  The  position  is  supported  largely  by  State 
and  Federal  funds  with  local  funds,  which  formerly  were  spent 
on  contracting  private  psychological  services  to  meet  Federal 
requirements  for  the  handicapped,  making  up  the  balance  of 
costs.  Overall,  a  significant  savings  in  psychological  testing 
costs  will  be  realized  since  those  private  agencies'  fees  were 
not  federally  supported  to  the  same  degree  as  is  the  current 
staff  psychologist. 

Through  participation  in  a  Federal  Energy  Grant  Program, 
a  number  of  major  improvements  in  energy  efficiency  of  the 
heating  plants  and  building  envelopes  have  taken  place  in  the 
schools.  Insulation,  storm  windows,  boiler  and  fuel  tank 
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maintenance  and  constant  monitoring  fuel  consumption  and 
thermostat  settings  should  bring  about  noticeable  cost  savings - 
in  fuel  use.  The  Federal  Project  paid  for  fifty  percent  of 
approved  energy  conservation  measures  in  the  schools. 

The  children  at  the  Stark  Village  School  met  two  new  teachers 
this  fall.  Sister  Lorraine  Brooks  assumed  the  duties  of  head 
teacher  and  grades  4,  5  and  6.  Mrs.  Janet  Haley  is  the  Title  I 
and  kindergarten  teacher.  The  experience  of  these  new  staff 
members  brings  an  enriching  background  to  the  classrooms.  A  grant 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Council  on  the  Arts  brought  the  well  known 
North  Country  Chamber  Players  to  the  school,  allowing  the  children 
to  experience  quality  classical  music  from  these  fine  professionals 
and  an  opportunity  to  handle  and  play  their  valuable  instruments.  So 
successful  was  the  program  that  a  number  of  the  children  accompanied 
Sister  Brooks  to  a  full  evening  concert  by  the  group  in  Littleton. 
The  group's  appreciation  of  the  response  of  the  children  was  expressed 
in  a  letter  to  the.  school  commending  both  the  teacher  and  students  on 
their  attending. 

An  expansion  of  the  school  music  program  has  enabled  nine  children 
to  begin  formal  Instrumental  lessons,  several  of  whom  have  progressed 
to  the  point  where  they  are  in  the  Groveton  Junior  Band.  Other 
youngsters  have  developed  an  interest  in  square  dancing,  which  was 
introduced  as  a  physical  education  activity,  and  two  small  group 
visits  to  a  ballet  school  class  (as  well  as  a  visit  from  the  ballet 
teacher  to  the  school  to  conduct  a  gymnastics/ballet  assembly)  have 
allowed  for  a  continued  cultural  awareness  for  the  children. 

The  installation  of  new,  sturdy  playground  equipment  has  been 
delightful  addition  to  recess  and  after-school  activities.  The 
equipment  should  receive  many  hours  of  use  during  the  spring  and 
summer  vacation  periods  as  well. 

The  Spalding  Writing  Road  to  Reading,  a  phonetic  approach  to 
teaching  reading  which  was  Initiated  last  year,  continues  to  prove 
successful  in  the  classroom.  The  reading  ability  of  children  using 
Spalding  has  increased  significantly  and  the  program  warrants  con- 
sideration for  adoption  as  the  school's  basic  reading  program. 

New  front  steps  and  the  addition  of  insulation  in  the  ceiling 
and  floors  marked  some  of  the  major  Improvements  In  the  physical 
plant  this  year.  Adjustments  'to  the  heating  plant  and  fuel  supply 
system  should  prevent  the  fuel  freeze-up  problems  which  occurred  in 
past  years . 

The  Stark  School  strives  to  give  every  child  the  best  education 
possible.  The  cooperative  efforts  of  parents  and  teachers  to  achieve 
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this  goal  is  one  of  the  school's  strongest  assets.  That  the 
children  remember  and  cherish  their  years  in  Stark  reflects ;the 
positive  concern  all  persons  in  the  community  have  for  the 
education  of  the  Town's  young  people.
